He was graduated in July,' 1810, ranking 
fifth in bis class, and received his commis- 
sion as a second lieutenant of engineers. 
He then became an assistant professor of 
engineering iu tbo academy, serving from 
September, 1810, to June, 1821. 
He was 


commissioned as a first lieutenant in Janu- 
ary, 1825, and in September, 183n, hu be- 
came a captain. 
He was then employed on. 


the Government works along the Cumber- 
land Iliver and at other places, and in Au" 
gust, 18-15, was sent to the military acado- 
my as its superintendent. 
He held that 


position until September, 1852. 
Four years 


later be received his commission as major, 
and in August, 18G1, ho attained the rank of 
lieutenant colonel. In 1801, ho reached the 
rank of colonel, and one year later received 
the honorary rank of brevet brigadier gen- 
eral. General Brewerton retired from ac- 
tive service March 7, 18(17. 
As an engineer 


he stood among the chief military officers of 
his time. From 1831) to 18G7 he was almost 
constantly a member of important engineer- 
ing and advisory boards. 
Ho was at one 


time engaged on the Hudson Kiver improve- 
ment. He also built Fort Montgomery and 
was employed iu the construction of tho do- 
fences of Baltimore Harbor, of the Delaware, 
of Point Lookout and of Hampton Koads.
